Since 98% of my business is under 
S300 H 1 am not getting a contractor's 
license and will turn down the 2% over

that there is an ever present danger of 
someone becoming hurt or trapped.

Any stories^ legislation, or documenta- 
tion with the credentials of the person 
who wrote the story would help.

iflg or a direct read, the challenge 
: becomes to transfer the £ates to the 
! proper drop-in to open the safe. To 
" accomplish this, 1 make a pencil 
mark at the drilled hole. This index 
will become the hole index. I then 
cut a round piece of cardboard and 
punch a hole in the center that will 
fit snugly and securely over the 
spindle shafL The diameter of the 
disk is just large enough to reach the 
edge of the drilled hole. If yon have 
trouble holding the disk to the spin- 
dle shaft, yon can tape it to the back 
of an e me rge ncy dial or knob that is 
attached to the spindle stub. 

The next step is to dia! the lock, 
using the proper dialing seq uence to j 
Sine up each gate at the site of the 
hole. As the first gale is aligned, 
ark the disk with an lE A" and a 
nialf mark that aligns with the 
"hole index." Then dial to the 
second gate, and mark the disk with 
a second mark and label this mark 
"B". if the lock is a three wheel lock, 
dial to the last gate and mark the 
disk H *C"to show the location of the 
last gate. {See illustration L) 

If the location of the drop-in is 
not known, dial to the gate in the 
drive cam and mark the disk with 
the locatio n of the "d rive cam gat* . 1 * 
You now have the combination as 
A-B-C, Turn the dial slowly in the 
appropriate direction, to the drop- 
in. You should be abEe to feel and 
hear the fence, as it drops into the 
gate of the drive cam. Using the 
mark on the disk^ place a mark on 
the face of the safe that will show the 
location of the drop-in. 

When working on a lock of a 
knownmanufacturer, wheretheinountd^g 
direction of the 3ock is known or the 
exact location of the drop is known, 
it is not necessary to locate and label 
the drive cam gate or transfer its 
location to the drop-in h Simply 
mark the location of the drop-in 
index at the proper position on the 
face of the safe, 
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After marking your dial, dial 
your A-B+C combination to the hole 
index one time to check that your 
turns were correct and your sight . 
re ad ingw^ Straight in and not at an : 
angle. All that remains is to dial 
your A-B-C combination to the 
drop-in, index. It may be neceissry 
to oscillate the dial at the drop-in, 
but the safe should open at this 
point. If the safe fails to open, 
dimply place a second opening index 
mark (drcp-iit) on the safe cither to 
the right or to the left of the first 
drop-in or opening index; then 
oscillate the dial at the drop-in. This 
should allow the safe to be opened. 
If not, mark another index and try 
again. Continue until the safe is 
opened- 

This method eliminates, all the 
math required with adding and sub- 
tracting numbers from the sight 
read combination, to transfer the 
gates around the dial to the drop-in. 
This lb the simplified Coehran A-B- 
C transfer method.

have used a spindle with the dial bear- 
ing on it and an old drive cam for this 
iooL (iVr iliitstrutkyfi 4.) After install- 
ing the loek, hold Ihe dial ring in place 
using the alignment tool. This will 
place the dial ring in perfect alignment 
with the lock case. After securing the 
dial ring to the outside ofthe safe door., 
remove the alignment tool and install 
the new dial and drive cam. It should 
operate with a perfect fLt. You can then 
dial without turning hard or encounter- 
ing tight spots caused by misalignment. 
I hope this will help fellow lock- 
smiths, as proper dial ring /lock, case 
alignment is very important tn smooth 
operation of the lock.

This Tech nit ip is for the installation 
of a dead bo It in a travel trailer. In 
many cases, the inside screen door and 
the outside door are too close together 
to allow lor the installation of a dead- 
bolt, let alone allow the customer to 
operate the dead bo It from the inside 
without cutting a hole in the screen. A 
simple solution for this problem is to 
install the deadbolt in the body of the 
trailer beside the door rather than in 
the door. The deadbolt then will extend 
from the jamb into the door rather than 
from the door into the jamb. A long 
backset can be used to dodge any 
obstructions near „ the door and the 
screen door will not Deed to be modi- 
fied. This procedure makes a neat job, 
and my customers have been very 
pleased with the job. 

I'm hoping this Tech nit ip will help 
some other locksmith please his cus- 
tomers who may have the same 
problem.

This Technitip is in reference to the 
horizontal Look rod manipulation tools 
wc use, that have the wis'e to assist in 
moving the linkage. I've found that 
there are two things that go wrong wilh 
these great tools. The first is that the 
wire or pull cord breaks, and the 
second is- that the rubber coating on the 
hook wears off. 

The following is a simple and inex- 
pensive repair and maintenance tip for 
these tools. An inexpensive replace- 
ment wire, which will outlast the origi- 
nal, can be made from nylon coated 
wire fishing leader material (fifl lb. test). 
Go to your local sporting goods store 
and purchase a roll of Leader male rial 
and a package of ^62 connector sleeves. 
You will have enough material to make 
about 16 wires and still have enough 
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leader material to make a few fish lead- 
ers for next spring. 

While you're nut n buy a can of plastic 
dip, the material used to coat handles 
for a better grip. Clean the worn rubber 
coating of!' the opening tool and re- 
coat [he tool with new plastic dip. \( 
you dip the ends of the leader wires in 
the plastic dip, it will sea] down any 
sharp ends and protect your fingers.

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The code for the doors and trunk can 
be found easily by picking the lock 
using pressure on the aide bar and read- 
ing The tumblers with a decoder. This 
method is a lot easier than removing a 
door or trunk lock, as these locks usu- 
ally contain all six cuts for the key.

This Technitip concerns a problem I 
encountered in tightening the rose 
Lhimble on Curb-in locks. The problem 
locks arc in a laundry room of a hospi- 
tal. Because the laundry employees 
were causing considerable damage to 
the locks by running into them with the 
laundry carts, 3 suggested that knob 
protectors be installed that would pre- 
vent the carts from hitting the knobs. 

A block of wood was mounted under 
Ibe knob, on both sides of the door. 
This ended the problem of damage to 
the knobs, but it caused another prob- 
lem. Tightening the rose thimbles 
which secure the lock tightly to the 
door was impossible. The spanner 
wrench could not be turned completely 
around because of the knob protectors. 

The simple solution to this problem 
was to drill three additional holes in the 
roseibrmblcs, The spanner hole, in the 
thimble, measured "Mil." Three more 
holes were drilled : equal distance 
around the thimble. The spanner can 
now engage the thimble at any of four 
positions, allowing the lockset to be 
tightened without removing the knob 
pro Lectors. 

This is a simple solution, but very 
effective if there is an obstruction that 
prevents you from tightening the 
spanner type rose Ihinibles common to 
Corbin, Russwin or the heavy duty 
Sen I age lock sets.

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Now, from the continent of Austra- 
lia, comes yet another cylinder of high 
security and unique design: the 
BiLock, "designed by locksmiths for 
locksmiths." 

My first encounter with the RiLock 
was in 19S6 at the ATX) A Convention 
in Washington D.C, where $1000 
was offered to anyone who could pick a 
RiLocfc cylinder. The lines were long as 
some of the best "pickers" from around 
the world waited for a chance to have a 
go at the BiLock. After three days of 
effort, no one walked off with the 
money. T was intrigued with the design 
of the BiLock and at the Las Vegas 
Convention this, year, I made a special 
effort to kam what 1 could about this 
unusual cylinder.

first thing that really catches the eye, 
and this is a blank that probably won^l 
ever show up in the key blank catalogs. 
It might not be hard to produce, but the 
cutting and forming of the finished 
product requires some special 
equipment. 

All BiLock systems are registered 
and the flow runs from the factory, in 
Torrencc, CA,toa BiLock service cen- 
ter t to an authorized dealer, to adealer. 
Key blanks are available from the fac- 
tory only when an authorized dealer ID 
number is stamped into the blank 
before it is shipped. Keys may be cut 
only at the factory or at a fliT.ock ser- 
vice center. An authorized dealer may 
purchase unassembled cylinders and 
keys from the factory or a service cen- 
ter, may determine combinations, pin 
and assemble cylinders, but may not 
cut keys. A dealer may purchase 
assembled cylinders and cut keys from 
a service center or from the factory, but 
may not determine combinations, pin 
cylinders or cut keys. 

The design and registration of a sys- 
tem for a dealer is controlled by a ser- 
vice center or by the factory. With this 
four level control it would seem that 
any system would be very well 
protected.

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A Car Opening Trick 



'This article will deal with general comments on car opening with a focus on one special tool and 
how I modified it to work on many different cars.' 1

As strange as it may seem, I am a 
locksmith as well S3 A safecracker. 
I h*vt been in both for about 30 year* 
no w, and my family was in 1 he locksmith- 
ing and mu.il order key business since 

imo. 

An early emphasis of my locksmith- 
ing career was in automobile servicing, 



foreign car key making, and lock 
repairs. This was as a time when foreign 
car work was u specialty and most 
informal ion had to be gained from 
actual experience and from working in 
junkyards, pulling locks out of 
wicoked cars, I remember especially 
taking loeks off Opel Kadcllcs (made 
in Germany) and being happy just to be 
able to get the lock off the steering 
column. 

This aflick will deal with general 
comment* On tar opening wiih a focus 
on one special tool and how \ modified 
it to work on many ears that it wqs not 
really made for. Perhaps these com- 
ments and ideas will be of benefit to 



other? also. 

Nowadays, it seems that car opening 
is like the early days of safe opening. 
Before you can open a car fc one must go 
to a car opening book 10 look up tht 
year, model, number of doors, and 
possibly the color of the vehicle. Next, 
the book will tdl you the color of the 
tool to use. where to put if. how to turn 
it, whether to push up or pull down or 
move to the side, or even to move it 
forward or backward in the door. Most 
of the time for modern car opening is 
spent in researching the many books 
and systems available to open specific 
cars, The actual opening takes only 
seconds. 
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One of my favorite pastimes when 
called on 10 Open cars is lo try to be 
innovative, and try different methods, 
lools, and com bi nal ions of procedures. 
This, in (be 1980% ($oon to be the IKPs) 
is qy \tc necessary, For many ycare, the 
Slim Jim was the tool of need, Almost 
arty ear of the 1950% I960*s t and the 
first part of the l97(Ts was able lo be 
opened with this simple too]. Fn con- 
trast now, except for some of the 
Chrysler line,, the Slim Jim is used less 
because the mOVafelE pawl tailpiece is a 
thing of the past. There have been 
innovations to the Slim Jinu making it 
wider 1 longer, slotted, and hooked. All 
in all, it is & Slim Jim type tool, second 
or third general ion. His s-till useful, but 
it h as f c wc r app lica I io ns th an it used to 
have in today \ car opening arsenal of 
highly Technological weapons. 

There arc several procedures that I 
use when I go out to open a ear. The 
basic procedure I use is to loo k for the 
unlocking button or slide lever. If it is 
near the from of the car dO0i\ I will 
yse the "J" tool as 1 call it. for it is 
shaped somewhat like a "J* 1 if you use 
some imagination. 

The first set of tools that I bought 
were HPCs Bcrclta-Tool and Caddy- 




Killer. There are a couple of differences 
between these tools* Tool "A" as shown 
in illustration one is the Rcretta-Tool, 
and "B n " is the Caddy-Killer Tool "A" 
is wider and shorser (hail "B."The only 
thing that 1 look for when enclosing 
either of these lools is if ihe door is wide 
with Lou of padding, or Ihin and nar- 
row. This is what determines what tool 
to use; not the name of the car that it is 
being used on. The wide tool cannot be 
used on thin doors, because the end of 
the tool will not contact the unlocking 
button. On the other hand, if you try lo 
use the thin tool on a wide door n it 
cannot be pushed down without mak- 
ing the tool move away from the end of 



the tool, 

When I firsi got these tools, the Ihe- 
ory for their use was new to me. The 
way in which these tools are used is 
very unique and different from most 
other car opening tools and methods. 
The door is wedged away from the 
window near tbe front of the Cftr. The 
bottom is then inserted into the door 
between the window and glass. Once 
the top of the tool (the upper curved 
portion) is below the windo w t it i$ then 
turned so that the top of the tool goes 
under the window and up on the other 
side of the ylass n aelually inside of the 
ear. To facilitate this, sometimes it is 
necessary to remove the outside wedge 
to take off pressure on the inside win- 
do w against the inside of I he door. The 
tool can then he raised up 10 allow the 
end of the tool to go over the inside 
trim of the door. 

The tool is then lowered to the area 
of the contact button, slide, Or in the 
case of Ford product .% the opening 
handle. The tool is manuevcred into 
position and either the button is 
pressed > pulled, slid, or depressed, and 
the door is unlocked. When I first used 
these tools H they worked quite well. I 
had no problems, and I got a little 
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A dealership called mc to open a 
J98S Buicfc Regal with the new type 
pull door handles. Since [ had done a 
couple doors of ("hi* type before, I 
approached Ike car with confidence. 
Unfortunately after inserting the wide 
tout into i he dour, find locating the 
unlocking flipper, I found (o my sur- 
pr be that the tool was too short, by at 
teAitt M w . Nf> matter hOW 1 tried, I could 
not get that too] down enough to reach 
anything important. What is worse, 1 
could not get the tool out of the door, 
The rubbered ye molding on the inside 
of I he window prevented mcfrorn tak- 
ing the lool oui of ihc door. 

I ihcn proceeded to insert ihe Caddy 
Killer into Ihc door enough to push 
back I he inner strip, and get the origi- 
nal tool oui of the door. 1 did not pull 
the Caddy Killer all the way inlo the 
door above the weather stripping, so it 
was easy to remove, 

riicic were sever. si salesmen watch- 
ing me while 1 was extracting my first 
tool from ihe door wilh the second 
tool. They were having a good laugh at 
this; the locksmith that was stumped 
and could not get a car open.

the origin Ell *nd of the tool fl& it came 
from the factory, The too] was curved 
back into the shape of a triangle. This 
allowed ihc end of the too] to *Hp over 
the edge of i he door cover plate that is 
around all the unlocking and Sliding 
buttons mounted on the edge of the 
door. This worki quite well, and I 
could u$c the extra length in- the tool 
curvature if I straightened it Out, 

1 heated the tool with a Small pro- 
pane torch and when the met a I was hot 
enough, I bent it into the shape on the 
right; that of a short "L" wjih an 
upward small end. While I was at it t 1 
heated up the Caddy-Killer and made 
similar bends in it also, "the purpose of 
the bend was so that if possible, J could 



hook door handle* too if need be, 

I went back to the car with my modi- 
fied rebem lool that was now long 
enough to activate the unlocking but- 
ton with about W* to spare. Since that 
time, 1 have not met near or truck lhal 1 
have not been able lo open when I 
deemed it necessary to use these tools. 
In the modified state, they are always 
long enough on all the openings thut 1 
use them on. 

At first, I started using these tools 
when all of the proper tools for the job 
were not working, These were my lust 
ditch effort when-all-ftlse-fails tools. 
And they always worked. Suddenly, 
the concept of using these tool* as a 
first line of offensive a I lack started 10 
make more and more sense to inc. 

Now ! use ihesc toots before 1 use 
others. 1 use these tools on all cars with 
flipper (flapper) type locks, including 
t he S - 1 a nd t he 1 argcr C he vy Bluer*. I 
can use these tools on Ford Ranger 
pick-up c rucks. The inside handle can 
be lifted enough from the inside edge of 
the door outwards to raise the inside 
button. 

Although special tools are made for 

slide lock cars which work quite well,

A: The type of glove compartment 
Lock which you describe is in oat com- 
monly found in the General Motors 
Luxury cars such as Cadillacs. This type 
of slide lock feature;; a standard com- 
plement of six disc tU?n biers in the 
familiar side bar arrangement. 

Attacking tliis lock tan be done in 
one of two w&y$ P The first method 
would be rnosi desirable for (hose 
locksmiths who arc adepi ai picking. 
General Moiota picking look are 
available and when properly utilized 
will open this type of glove compart- 
ment without damage. The second 
procedure is the one which I favor. 
Generally I have great *ueccs* in drill- 
ing these locks, 

The drilling procedure is easy. 



Simply drill a 9; 64" hole just above the 
point where the side bar can be 
acceded by a sharp ioc pick or awl. 
After drilling the hole, carefully insert 
the ice pick in order to depress the side 
bar. Once pressure can be applied to 
the side bar the General Motors side 
bar disc tumbler cun br easily picked 
and the glove compartment opened 
Note: Any standard filler which 
hardens on contact with air can be used 
to Till the hole which you just drilled. 
Once the cylinder i$ removed, the 
lock can be serviced in tsvo ways. First, 
pick the lock to the open position while 
holding, the side bar. Then simply use 
any standard decoder to decode the 
cuts in order to make ;i key, Your 
second option is to di&us.K.emble the 
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cylinder* read ihc tumblers, make a key 
and rtas&embfc- Ql

A: The question that you have posed is 
the one thai keeps most locksmiths up 
nights who do service cal to. The best 
advice thai 1 can give you will he based 
on my own experience and advice from 
my attorney . However, before you 
acltmpl lo do any service calls where 
the identity and motives of (be custo- 
mer arc suspect, consult your Own 
attorney. 

Probably the most important con- 
cept to be considered in such cases is 
the id*a of "4ut ea re. " Gene rally S peak- 
ing, ih is- lerm refers to (he sincere 
attempts on the part of ihc locksmith to 
do everything reasonable to verify the 
identity of the person asking for a key 
to his home Or car. Ln fectj le3S due 
care is required in emergency situations 
where the customer is asking the 
locksmith to free a child from a closed 
auto on & hot day or from a refrigera- 
tor. If due care is taken and the lock- 
smith is &aiisi ird as to the valid identity 
of the Cii$lomcr and his ri^hl 10 have a 
key made for his auto ox home, then the 
locksmith should proceed, Remember, 
that in the final analysis anyone can be 
sued. The person doing the suing 
doesn't have lo be right and the one 
heing iucd doesn't have to be wrong. 
The experience of going through the 
Law suit can he unnerving enough even 
IT you win. 
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We also use an authorization form 
on service calls where we face similar 
uncertainties. This form alone, how- 
ever, cannot protect the locksmith 
from potential li ability resulting from 
his actions. We ourselves have never 
experienced any legal fall out from 
these service call* because of one hard 
and fast rule which we always follow, ff 
the serviceman has any doubt about 
this situation and the prospective cus- 
tomer's identity, then the locksmith has 
only two choices. Hrst, require a police 
officer !o be present at I be scene or 
second, walk ft way from the service 
call 

tteinfi in ilie slate of Illinois Wfc have 
a greater problem dealing with auto- 
motive wot k than those lock*milhs in 
such states as California Tor example, 
where al] drivers are required 10 car nf 
registration, etc. Tn Illinois s,uch papers 
heyond a driver's license alone does not 
identify the owner of a pnrheular tur. 
Even if the locksmith had the ability 10 
run the license platen through the 
department of motoi vehicles, this 
would still he inadequate informal ion t 
such as in cases of a leased car where 
the dealer^ name and nor the leasee's is 
on the registration as owner. 

The question you have posed is often 
impossible to answer, difficult at best! 
J use remember to exercise good 
judgment in Ebcsc sticky filiations at 
all limes, request a law enforcement 
official whenever possible* an J if worst 
comes to worst, don't be afraid to walk 
away from a service cal I of t his nature if 
it makes you that uncomfortable. 01

A : The pulk r you )i st ve is only effective 
on GM automobilrv up to 197ft, The 
deiign of ihe lock wa\ changed for the 
1977 and later modck although iher-e 
may be a few 77 car* with ihe older 
locks. If you will examine a pre "77 lock 
and a p®$t "77 lock you will see that 
iher* me a difference in the way the 
"eari'arc attached. On the older locks 
you could remove the car*, pull Ihe 
lock, service ix, and replace she cars. 
There i* a puller designed for Che newer 
type, but it i,s hardly worth the Uiik and 
efl'ort to use. 

You really should gel rid of your 
puller since this, is the type of lop] used 
by a thief or a rcp-o man ny[ by a 
professional locksmith. And, also gel 
rid of Ihe slam hammer, You could do 
some rea) damage to ibe column hous- 
ing which could cost a bundle to 
replace. Attend a cb« on Peering 
column lock removal or purchase a 
book and >ludy the procedures.

Sometimes thii slot Is not <ill the way 
through the casting and you wl]l hfive 
to break through it with the tip of a 
small screwdriver. 

When you have broken through this 
thin casting membrane you will see the 
retainer and ean feel it la spring action 
when you push on it. Push on the 
retainer and pull the lock out of the 
housing.. If yun have iroubk locating 
this slot, take a new lock and hold it in 
an approximate position in relation to 
the assembly a nd yo u w 11 1 he able t o see 
about where the slot is loomed- Insert a 
new lock and cheek for proper opera- 
tion before you reassemble the turn 
signal mechanism and replace (he 
wheel.
